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Charges rise for 
market traders 


DISHEARTENED 
market traders in Ely 
who have spent 
months campaigning 
against an increase in 
charges have had 
their pleas ignored. 

Despite telling East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) bosses 
that a rise would lead to 
many of them giving up 
trading in the city, 
Saturday stallholders face 
a 58 per cent increase in 
charges. 

The traders are now being 
asked to pay £10 more each 
week, plus VAT, for their 
market pitches and stalls - 
and to sign a one-year 
contract agreeing to the hike. 

Cllr Michael Allan, 
chairman of the committee, 
said: “We have gone through 
an extensive consultation 
process which sought the 
views of as many people as 
possible. 

“We know that some of the 
proposals may be difficult for 
a few traders but I think we 
have all come to recognise 
these are very difficult times 
for local authorities with 
many tough decisions having 
to be made.” 

The increase, along with 
other savings, will bring in an 
extra £47,000 for the council, 
on top of the £20,000 profit 
from the markets last year. 

The money is to pay for the 
erection and dismantling of 
traders’ stalls at the Saturday 
craft and collectibles’ and 
farmers’ markets, which 
attract thousands of extra 
tourists to the city each year. 

But traders, who will be 
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staging a protest at this 
Saturday’s market, say dozens 
of them will be forced to stop 
trading in the city. 

Chris Davis, who has been 
trading at the craft and 
collectibles market for almost 
a decade, said: “There’s not 
much more we can do now. 
We’ve campaigned for 
months and told the council 
exactly how much Ely’s 
markets will suffer if these 
charges are introduced yet 
they’ve gone ahead with it. 

“They have been 
determined to kill us off from 
the very beginning. 

“We’ll be protesting against 
the charges at this Saturday’s 
market but I think the council 
have pretty much made up 
their minds.” 

Jane Howell, founder of the 
original Save Ely Market 
campaign, said: “What is 
there to say? 

“The traders have said 
exactly how seriously this will 
affect them and the council 
hasn’t listened to one word. 

“They’re basically being 
told to sign the one-year 
contract and pay the increase 
or get out.” 

Lib Dem Cllr Gareth Wilson 
had proposed a rise of £5 plus 
VAT at the council’s overview 
and scrutiny committee 
meeting on Tuesday, which 
had the full backing of traders. 

Traders at the Thursday 
markets bring their own stalls 
and are unaffected.

A VILLAGE pub which 
stood derelict for more 
than six months has re¬ 
opened with a new look - 
and new name. 

The Swan - previously the 
Black Horse - opened its doors 
in Littleport last Thursday. 

The pub and restaurant had 
been shut since the former 
landlord closed overnight last 
November. 

The new owners are local 
businessman Dr Mike Walker 
and his son Gordon. 

Dr Walker, who is from 
Wilburton and used to own 
Genesis Diagnostics Ltd in 
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Littleport, said: “We used to 
come to the pub before it 
closed down and we were 
always blown away by its 
beautiful riverside setting. 

“We could always see the 
potential but obviously it 
wasn’t for sale then. 

“When the pub did become 
available it was just too good 
an opportunity to miss. 

“We took over in June and 
have spent the last couple of 
months completely revamping 
the place.” 


The pub, which is 120-years- 
old, also boasts a large function 
room, which the father and son 
duo hope to have up and 
running soon. 

The restaurant now has three 
dining areas and a new team of 
chefs. 

Dr Walker added: “Since 
opening on Thursday we have 
sold around 450 meals and we 
have been completely flat out.

The success is being put down to fen 
management over the last 15 years 
which has resulted in an increase in 
milk parsley, a favourite food source for 
the Swallowtail caterpillar. This year, 
butterfly watchers have reported seeing 
the distinctive yellow and black-winged 
Swallowtail in greater numbers than 
ever before.

A DRUG-driver who led police on a 
terrifying chase has avoided a prison 
sentence. 

Traces of a cocktail of drugs were 
found in Adrian Maddocks’ body and 
he had no explanation as to how he 
even came to be in his van, Cambridge 
Crown Court was told. 

Other drivers had to swerve out of his 
way as he drove through the city and up 
the A10 towards Ely. 

He was finally stopped when he ran 
over a Stinger device at Stretham. 


A MAJOR new housing dev¬ 
elopment has been given the 
green light. 

Councillors have approved plans to 
build almost 100 new homes in Soham 
- despite widespread concern from 
residents about the “excessive” density 
of the scheme. 

Suffolk-based property developers 
Hopkins Homes Ltd has been given 
permission to build the development 
on land north-west of Regal Drive, 
Fordham Road. 

The site will comprise 96 homes in 
total including 29 affordable dwellings, 


Maddocks, 44, of Gray Road, 
Cambridge, admitted driving while 
unfit through drugs, dangerous driving 
and failing to stop at an earlier hearing 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court.

Name of drug addict withheld at court 


THE name of a drug addict 
caught with heroin will remain 
secret as he fears for his life.

The 35-year-old, from Ely, 
could barely stand when police 
found him in a cubicle at toilets 
near Canon Green at Ely 


Cathedral on July 1. 

They had received reports of 
someone having taken a sus¬ 
pected overdose in the toilets. 

Officers arrived to find the 
man alive, but virtually collap¬ 
sed. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “He told police in inter¬ 
view that he was considering 
taking his own life.” 


The man admitted poss¬ 
essing a controlled Class A drug 
when he appeared before Ely 
magistrates. 

Jonathan Matthews, miti¬ 
gating, urged the bench to be 
understanding of his client’s 
situation. 

Mr Matthews said: “In 
February, my client was the 
victim of an extremely serious 
attack - one which makes him 


still fear for his life to this day. 

“It happened near the river in 
Ely and he was stabbed in the 
back several times.” 

Janet South, presiding 
magistrate, fined the man £80 
and ordered forfeiture and 
destruction of the drugs and 
drugs paraphernalia. 

They ordered that the man 
not be named as he and the 
police feared for his life.

WICKEN Fen Nature 
Reserve has been awarded 
more than £200,000 to help 
further protect endangered 
wildlife there. 

The National Trust has been 
awarded £231,083 in total to 
spend at the reserve, as part of its 
ambitious 200-year Wicken Fen 
Vision. 

Bosses say the cash will be used 
to enhance the biodiversity of 
almost 500 hectares of former 
arable land by recreating 
traditional fenland habitats. 

And even though many resi¬ 
dents protest against the major 
project, the National Trust insists 
it will provide a “great new 
resource” for both wildlife and 
local people. 

Chris Soans, property oper¬ 
ations manager at Wicken Fen, 
said: “Endangered species will 
benefit from the creation of new, 
valuable habitats at Wicken Fen, 
while local people will be able to 
enjoy a vast new area for leisure, 
relaxation, exercise and education 
purposes. 

“WREN’s support means we can 
create a great new resource for 
wildlife and local people.” 

The cash is part of a £10million 
national WREN Biodiversity 
Action Fund and is generated by a 
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tax on rubbish. 

The National Trust says the 
money will help conserve en¬ 
dangered insects, birds and 
mammals such as the otter, water 
vole, lapwing and short eared owl. 

Only last year the reserve was 
named as one of the most species- 
rich nature reserves in the UK. 

Mike Snell, head of external 
affairs at Waste Recycling Group, 
said: “This fund supports eco¬ 
logical projects that have a sig¬ 
nificant long-term impact and will 
help to redress the biodiversity 
balance. 

“WRG is committed to 
supporting projects that enhance 
people’s lives and that deliver 
meaningful improvements to their 
communities. 

“Helping to ensure healthy 
biodiversity is part of that process 
and we’re proud to be able to play 
our part.” 

The National Trust was one of 
10 projects to receive a share of 
the action fund, which this year 
totalled £2 million. 

Other organisations to benefit 
include the RSPB, The Woodland 
Trust and Butterfly Conservation.

A NUN who has travelled the 
world for 40 years engaging 
people with the Catholic 
religion is hoping to finally 
settle - in Ely. 

Sister Mary Ruth, known 
worldwide as Sister Mary, 
has visited 268 countries in 
total since setting off on her 
travels. 

But as far as she is 
concerned, there is no 
greater place than East 
Anglia, and in particular, Ely. 

Sister Mary, who has been 
touring the city for the past 
few days, said: “I came to 
Ely 12 years ago and thought 
it was beautiful then but now 
I’ve certainly made up my 
mind that Ely is where I want 
to be. 

“East Anglia is definitely 
my favourite place in the 
world, largely because it is 
beautiful, the people are so 
welcoming and because the 
churches are amazing. 

“Ely Cathedral, as far as 
I’m concerned, is the most 
impressive in the world and I 
would now like to settle here. 

“I feel my travelling days 
are done and I would now 
settle here in Ely.” 

The 69-year-old nun has 
hit the headlines across the 
world over the years, 
including the time she was 
jailed when praying and 
promoting Catholicism in 
Muslim countries. 

Sister Mary, who is of 
English-ltalian origin, says 


she knew she wanted to be a 
nun when she was just 
seven-years-old. 

She said: “I was taught by 
nuns and was absolutely 
fascinated and inspired by 
what they taught me. 

“When I was 24,1 joined a 
nunnery in Cork, Ireland, and 
later joined the Catholic 
Adoption Society, where I 
was for four years.” 

It was then that she 
started travelling and has 
never looked back since. 

Sister Mary said: “When 
my mother died, my sister 
and I sold her house and I 
have used the money from 
that to travel ever since. 

“Of course I have been to 
some amazing places and 
seen the whole world but I 
have also been to some very 
dangerous places too. 

“I have nearly been 
murdered, jailed quite a few 
times and many other scary 
things have happened to me 
but my religion is something 
I am passionate about and 
that is what kept me going 
for all those years.” 

Sister Mary now plans to 
apply to the council for 
accommodation in Ely or as 
close to the city as possible. 

Over the next few days she 
will be touring other places 
in the region, including 
Suffolk. 

Sister Mary welcomes 
anyone who wishes to pray 
with her.

A mum-of-two, who has 
complained to the council 
following her visit with her five 
and three-year-old, said: “The 
council should be ashamed of 


that place. The changing 
rooms absolutely stank of 
urine and there was black 
mould around the side of the 
pool. 

“There’s no way I'm going 
back there - swimming pools 
and changing areas should be 
hygienic places not filthy. 

“It’s about time the place 
was given a good clean-up, 
either that or knocked down.” 

Another mum, Emma 
Jenkins, from Little Downham, 
was horrified after visiting the 
pool with her seven-year-old 
son. 


She said: “The changing 
rooms and everywhere in 
general is dirty. 

“Parents don’t want to take 
their children to a pool where 
there is grime around the edge 
and dirt in the changing 
rooms. 

“Something needs to 
happen before everyone stops 
going there. 

“I’d rather drive further to 
find a cleaner more pleasant 
swimming pool than use my 
local dirty one.” 

But a spokeswoman for 
Leisure Connection said that 


staff will be working hard to 
make cleaning standards high. 

The spokeswoman said: 
“While the leisure teaching 
pool was closed briefly last 
week, for essential main¬ 
tenance work, a deep clean of 
the poolside and changing 
areas was carried out. 

“We have plans in place to 
ensure cleaning standards 
remain high.” 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council confirmed 
“numerous” complaints had 
been made. 


Doctor goes to court to silence victim’s sons 


A DOCTOR who killed a Manea man by 
injecting him with a lethal dose of 
morphine has started legal proceedings 
to silence his victim’s family. 

Daniel Ubani was on his first shift in 
Britain providing out-of-hours care 
when he gave David Gray 10 times the 
recommended dose of the painkiller. 

Dr Ubani, whose actions were 
branded as “gross negligence” by a 
coroner in Wisbech, is now using 


European human rights laws to stop 
Mr Gray’s sons from talking to the 
media about the case. 

Stuart and Rory Gray have spoken 
out repeatedly against Dr Ubani’s 
failure to return to Britain to face 
potential criminal charges. 

In June, the pair confronted the 
Nigerian-trained doctor while he was 
speaking at a conference, branding him 
a “charlatan” and a “killer”. 


Dr Ubani is seeking an injunction to 
prevent the Gray brothers from talking 
publicly about the death at their 
father’s home in February 2008. 

He also wants to ban the pair from 
coming within 500ft of him. If they did, 
they would face a fine of up to 25,000 
euros. 

Stuart Gray, who is a GB attended a 
court in Kempten in southern 
Germany on Monday to defend his 


actions. He said: “I have to stand up 
against this German court hearing 
because free speech is a basic right. It is 
not just a right, though, it is our moral 
duty to talk about this tragedy.” 

The court is set to make a decision 
on August 25. 

Dr Ubani, who continues to practise 
medicine in Germany, will also face a 
fitness-to-practice hearing on August 
18.

Other ways to 
calm traffic 

Sir, I strongly support the views 
expressed by the writer of the letter 
‘Call for more traffic calming at 
pedestrian crossing’, {WeeklyNews, 

July 29). 

The excessive speed of cars on Broad 
Street has long been a concern of the 
residents in the riverside areas. The 
fast cars along this street not only 
present a danger to children and 
others on foot wishing to cross the 
street, they are also a noise nuisance 
to nearby residents. 

While it is helpful that there is a traffic 
light for pedestrians at Jubilee 
Gardens, pedestrians need to cross 
the street along its entire length. 
Notwithstanding the views of Mr 
Holden, speed bumps are not the 
only technique for traffic calming. 
Residents in towns and villages 
throughout the UK and in other 
countries in Europe have employed a 
wide variety of traffic calming 
measures including central islands, 
gateways, kerb build-outs, chicanes, 
mini-roundabouts and priority 
junctions. They have done this 


because they want to provide a 
sensible compromise between the 
desire of local residents to maintain 
relative quiet and safety along the 
roadways through their 
neighbourhoods, and the right of 
motorists to make their way along 
these roadways with minimum 
disruption. 

Moreover, some of these measures, 
such as kerb build-outs and chicanes, 
provide an opportunity for improving 
the appearance of the roadways 
through landscaping. 


In its masterplan the council has 
suggested that increasing pedestrian 
and bicycle transport in Ely is a key 
objective. The masterplan also seeks 
to integrate the riverside area and the 
city centre, currently separated by 
Broad Street. A comprehensive traffic 
calming scheme along Broad Street 
would be a good beginning to 
achieving these goals.

Nick was 17 when 
the collision happened 
in 2002. 

The teen, who loved 
football and skiing, 
had just passed his 
driving test when he 
tried to overtake two 
vehicles - and hit a 
lorry head-on. 

His life was saved 
by emergency medical 
charity Magpas, but 
his brain stem was 
seriously damaged. 

This affected his 
mobility, speech and 
nervous system, and 
he was confined to a 
wheelchair. 

But Nick, now 25, 
lives independently in 
a specially-adapted 
home in South 
Brookfield, Papworth 
Everard. 

He resolved that 
good could come from 
what had happened 
and in the years since 
the collision has 
repaid Magpas by 
raising more than 
£10,000 through a 
series of challenges - 
including a sponsored 
skydive which raised 
more than £7,000. 

He has also raised 
thousands of pounds 
for Headway 
Cambridgeshire, the 
head injuries charity. 

On top of that, he 
gives lectures, 
organised by the 
emergency services 
and road safety 
charities, to warn 
young people coming 
up to driving age 
about the 
repercussions of 
reckless driving. 

Nick has lectured to 


more than 7,000 
school children about 
the dangers of 
reckless driving since 
the collision-which 
is where his nomin¬ 
ation in the 
Community Awards 
comes in. 

Lola Craft, 
chairman of the 
Cambridge 
Association of 
Approved Driving 
Instructors, nominated 
him. 

She said: “After 
coming out of a coma 
his life had changed 
as he knew it. 

“Despite suffering 
brain damage, he has 
managed to 
communicate, but will 
not be able to fully 
function again. 

“He now helps the 
emergency services to 
help show the results, 
as he states, of ‘the 
boy racer syndrome’. 

“Nick’s presence at 
these events is more 
than we could ever 
hope to achieve by us 
talking.” 

Mrs Craft added: 
“He is an outstanding 
young man now, and 
dedicated to his 
cause. 

“I do hope he can 
have some kind of 
recognition for his 
contribution to helping 
save lives.”

Campaign bid to 
re-open old pool 


AN outdoor swim¬ 
ming pool at a primary 
school could be 
brought back into use 
- and may be opened 
up to the public. 

A group of parents and 
teachers in Soham are 
joining forces to try to get 
the lido at St Andrew’s 
Primary School, on Sand 
Street, refurbished. 

The pool was closed last 
year after it was officially 
condemned and it has 
stood derelict since. 

But parents now hope to 
raise thousands of pounds 
to give the pool a much- 
needed revamp and get 
children swimming in it 
again. 

Richard Liddington, the 
school’s headmaster, said if 
the campaign proves 
successful it could even be 
opened to the public. 

He said: “We are still at 
the very early stages but we 
are desperate to re-open the 
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pool. It was such a shame 
when it was closed at the 
start of the last school year 
and that is why we are now 
determined to bring it back 
up to scratch. 

“What we really need is a 
roof over it to protect it 
from the elements and we 
are looking at how much 
that would cost. 

“The pool also needs a 
new liner and lots of other 
work doing to it. 

“We think the work 
would cost around £50,000 
although we haven’t had 
any formal quotes yet.” 

The group is now asking 
local businesses and 
organisations to offer their 
support with the project 
and have already applied 
for National Lottery 
funding. 

Members of the group, 
which includes school 
governors, are also plan¬ 


ning their own fundraising 
activities to help top up the 
funds. 

Mr Liddington added: 
“We hope that through hard 
work and dedication we can 
have a pool to be proud of. 

“It would be even better if 
we could open it to the 
public for families to use.” 

The group will be holding 
its first meeting at the start 
of the autumn term. 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, 
vice chairman of Soham 
Town Council, said: “It 
would be wonderful to see 
the swimming pool re¬ 
opened. 

“Swimming is such an 
important thing for children 
to do in my opinion. 

“I hope everyone who 
can help with the refur¬ 
bishment project does their 
best to get this facility back 
into use.”

Homes plan 
is rejected 


CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to “squeeze” two 
new homes onto land 
in a conservation area 
have been thrown out. 

The plans involved de¬ 
molishing existing sheds 
and a garden wall at 2, The 
Vineyards, Ely, to make way 
for the new properties plus 
cart shed parking, new cart 
shed parking for Vineyard 
House and new access 
points. 

But members of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee refused the scheme 
following concerns from 
local residents and coun¬ 
cillors. 

A nearby resident, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “I feel relieved that the 
plans have been refused as 
i’m sure many people do. 

“The Vineyards is fairly 
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overcrowded as it is and 
there are many of us who 
would lose our privacy if 
these houses were built. 

“The last thing we need is 
more homes being 
squeezed into any available 
space developers can find. 

“Aside from that, the 
proposed site is within Ely’s 
conservation area and 
building houses on the land 
would certainly not en¬ 
hance its character.” 

The proposals were 
submitted by Mr Tim Bent 
and as well as a site notice, 
15 nearby addresses were 
notified about the plans. 

Out of those, four resi¬ 
dents raised concerns, 
including loss of privacy, 
possible loss of an historic 
summer house on the site, 


the loss of an ancient 
orchard and exacerbation of 
drainage problems. 

The proposals were also 
criticised for having an 
“inappropriate design” for 
the conservation area. 

The City of Ely Council 
wanted the plans to be 
refused, stating the land was 
a brownfield site and should 
not be developed. 

The county highways 
authority, environmental 
health and the county 
archaeology team also 
raised concerns. 

The plans were refused 
last Wednesday. 

A spokeswoman for the 
City of Ely Council said: 
“Members did have con¬ 
cerns about these plans and 
we are pleased planners at 
the district council have 
listened to those.” 


Body of man found on line is identified 


A MAN whose body was 
discovered on a railway 
line has been named as 
Philip Alexander Black. 

The body of Mr Black, 
52, of Inverness, Scotland, 
was found on the line near 
Victoria Street, Littleport, 
last Tuesday. 


He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

An inquest into his death 
was opened and adjourned 
to a date to be fixed last 
Friday. 

The cause of death was 
multiple traumatic inj¬ 
uries.

Man fined for 
abusing his 
neighbours

A ROW between neigh¬ 
bours escalated when one 
racially abused the other 
and used a baseball bat to 
smash their fence. 

Timothy Buchanan, 39, swore 
at his neighbour Bulent A1 and 
bad mouthed his wife before 
telling him to “go back to his 
own ******* country”. 

He launched the foul- 
mouthed attack whilst Mr Al’s 
four young children were play¬ 
ing in the garden and then, 
armed with a baseball bat, 
started to vandalise their fence. 

The incident happened just 
before 4pm on July 17 in 
Littleport. The court heard 
Buchanan has since moved 
away from the street where it 
occurred. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “Mr A1 was in the kitchen 
and his four young children 
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were out playing in the garden 
when he heard two loud bang¬ 
ing noises coming from outside. 

“He rushed outside and saw 
Buchanan standing the other 
side of the fence with a baseball 
bat in his hand. 

“Buchanan started swearing 
at Mr A1 and told him that his 
wife was a slag before yelling at 
him to go back to his own ******* 
country. 

“Mr A1 was upset and quickly 
tried to get his children into the 
house which is when Buchanan 
started to smash the fence up 
using the bat. 

“This incident was not the 
first time police had to be called 
after a row between the neigh¬ 
bours." 

Buchanan, now of Victoria 


Street, pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court to a charge of 
racially aggravated criminal 
damage. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said Buchanan admitted to 
police he had been drinking and 
was now seeking help. 

“He has gone from consum¬ 
ing an average of 180 units per 
week to 60 units and is desperate 
to change his lifestyle. 

“He knows what he did was 
wrong and he has now moved 
from that address.” 

Janet South, the presiding 
magistrate, said: “You must be 
aware that this was not a very 
pleasant thing to do to your 
neighbour, especially when their 
children were in the vicinity. You 
cannot use drink as an excuse.” 

Buchanan was fined £150, 
ordered to pay £100 compen¬ 
sation, as well as £15 victim 
surcharge.

Emma Robinson’s dog Wilson was an incredible source of 
comfort after she lost her husband Paul to cancer. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


L YING flat on his 
back, all four 
golden paws in 
the air, Wilson the 
cocker spaniel is a 
picture of 
contentment. 

Looking down at her 
adored dog, owner Emma 
Robinson can’t help 
smiling. 

“He’s part cocker 
spaniel, part human that 
one,” she says. “He’s such 
a character. And I can’t 
tell you how brilliant he’s 
been.” 

The last few years have 
been tough for Emma. 
First she lost her mum to 
cancer and then, just 
three weeks before they 
were due to marry, her 
fiance Paul was 
diagnosed with cancer 
too: told it was terminal, 
he was given a year to 
live. 

Tragically, Paul lost his 
battle with the disease in 
the autumn of 2008; the 
couple had been married 
just nine months. 

“It took me about six 
years to persuade Paul to 
get a dog. I’ve always 


loved dogs and he was 
convinced a puppy would 
get more attention than 
him,” laughs Emma, 31. 

“In the end I just 
phoned a breeder. But, 
from the moment he 
arrived, Paul loved 
Wilson. And Wilson was 
amazing when he was ill: 
he never once jumped on 
him; he was really gentle.” 

Emma, who lives in Ely, 
says losing Paul really 
changed her perspective 
on life. Before he fell ill, 
she worked in sales. “It 
was a very target-driven 
job, it was all about sales 
figures and reports,” she 
explains. “When he died I 
realised that’s not what I 
wanted any more, that 
other things were more 
important - like doing a 
job which makes me 
happy.” 

As a cocker spaniel, 
with lovely curly gold 
locks, Wilson needs 
regular haircuts. “I took 
him to various places, but 
I could never get it done 
quite the way I like it,” 
explains Emma, who 
prefers, for example, to 
leave Wilson’s whimsical 


long eyebrows 
untrimmed; they are, she 
says, part of his character. 

“I’d always wanted to 
work with dogs - I’ve 
always adored them - so 
training as a groomer 
seemed a good idea,” says 
Emma. “As soon as I 
started the course, I knew 
it was the right job for me. 

“Dogs give humans so 
much love, unconditional 
love; it’s really nice to be 
able to give some of that 
love back. Some dogs, 
especially the ones with 
long coats, come in with 
dirty, matted fur - but 
they leave looking and 
feeling like puppies 
again.” 

Training at the College 
of West Anglia in Milton, 
Emma completed her 
first NVQ course - which 
normally takes a year - in 
just six months; going on 
to do a higher 
qualification straight 
away, she was crowned 
Student of the Year by her 
tutors. 

She launched her own 
business, kitting out a 
special dog grooming 
salon at her Ely home,

this summer. Called 
Handsome Hounds, it 
offers everything from 
scissoring and hand¬ 
stripping to nail clipping. 

“I was brought up with 
dogs,” Emma continues. 
“The first one I 
remember was a Springer 
called Tina; then we had 
a Labrador - he was my 
best friend in the whole 
world.” 

Climbing up onto his 
mum’s lap, Wilson settles 
down for a snooze; 
laughing again, Emma 
admits he has ‘a really 
hard life’. 

“When Paul was in 
hospital, and then after 
he died, it would have 
been awful to come 
home to an empty 
house,” she adds. 

“But I knew Wilson was 
waiting here - and would 
be really pleased to see 
me.” 

In the summer of 2007, 
after suffering from bouts 
of excruciating heartburn 
and stomach ache, Paul 
was found to have a 
secondary growth in his 
liver. Tests showed it was 
the result of a rare and 
fast-moving carcinoma; 


the primary cancer was 
never found. 

“I can remember 
seeing other young 
couples in the street and 
feeling so angry,” says 
Emma. “To me, it always 
seemed they were 
planning their future: I 
thought ‘How can they 
plan forever, when Paul 
and I can’t even plan 
tomorrow?’...” 
Undergoing aggressive 
chemo, Paul seemed to 
rally. But then doctors 
said the medication had 
ceased to work. 

Opting to end 
treatment, Paul died 
within a matter of weeks. 

“He was amazing. I 
know he hid a lot from 
me to protect me, but I 
think I was the one who 
couldn’t accept it,” 
admits Emma. “On the 
Sunday he sat with all the 
family and had a roast 
dinner; it was almost like 
normal. He died on the 
Tuesday.” 

Paul had planned his 
Humanist funeral: the 
soundtrack included ‘lots 
of Bob Marley, including 
Don’t Worry, Be Happy’. It 
was after that, 


remembers Emma, that 
reality bit. 

“I’d left my job to look 
after Paul; I just wanted 
to be with him,” she says. 
“Caring for him had been 
my whole purpose in life 

Thanks to her new 
career and, says Emma, 
meeting a ‘really lovely’ 
new partner, she is now 
able to look to the future. 
“When Paul was ill I 
remember my dad saying 
‘Something good always 
comes out of a bad 
situation’,” she continues. 

“At the time I didn’t 
want to hear it: I didn’t 
want to be in the bad 
situation in the first 
place. But going through 
all that really has pushed 
me to live my life to the 
full, do all the things I 
want to do. 

“I want to do lots of 
travelling: I want to do it 
for Paul, for my mum, for 
me and for my new 
partner. I want to carry 
on working with dogs. 
And, more than anything, 
I want to be happy...”

Residents’ views are

savings of 25 per cent or more 
but this does not mean we 
should salami slice library 
services - my main priority is 
saving them. 

"We will innovate to protect 
the services our communities 
say are important so that we can 
deliver more for less.”

The council could also 
introduce self-service machines.

KNIGHT AND DAY (12A, 109 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. Tom Cruise, Cameron 
Diaz, Peter Sarsgaard, Jordi Molla, Paul Dano, 
Maggie Grace, Marc Blucas. Director: James 
Mangold. 

TOM Cruise and Cameron Diaz have starred in some of the 
most financially successful and critically acclaimed films of 
the past 25 years, collecting numerous awards for their 
efforts. 

Yet put these two Hollywood superstars in the same 
camera shot and the results are lacklustre to say the least. 
Their first collaboration, Vanilla Sky, an English language 
remake of the clever Spanish thriller Abre Los Ojos (Open 
Your Eyes), was confusing, illogical and uninvolving, and 
lacked the style and intelligence of Alejandro Amenabar’s 
original film. 

Now these two talented actors reunite for James Mangold’s 
fast-paced action comedy that has lots of crash, bang but 
almost no emotional wallop. 

There is a seed of a good idea in Patrick O’Neill’s 
screenplay, but the actor turned writer doesn’t yet have the 
experience to knit together the comedy and action elements 
into a fluid and coherent narrative. 

Screen chemistry between the leads never catches fire, 
even when entire buildings are exploding around them. 

June Havens (Diaz) is an unassuming Midwestern gal, who 
is in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

Boarding a flight bound for Boston, June is unexpectedly 
caught in the crossfire of a mid-air shoot out between 
paranoid government agent Roy Miller (Cruise) and gun- 
toting assassins. 

“I shot the first pilot, he shot the second... it’s just one of 
those things,” smirks Roy nervously. 

June wakes the next morning, in her bed, believing that her 
high altitude adventure was nothing more than a bad 



dream, only for Miller to abduct her from a diner in front of 
would-be suitor, Rodney (Blucas). 

The young woman is now marked for death and must 
quickly learn the tricks of the spy trade to stay alive and 
avoid an early grave at the hands of Antonio (Molla) and his 
henchmen. 

Meanwhile, CIA director Isabel George (Davis) and Agent 
Fitzgerald (Sarsgaard) try to persuade June that Roy is a 
rogue spy who must be stopped before he hands a newly 
discovered perpetual energy source to US enemies. 

Knight And Day gallops across the globe from Boston to 
Salzburg and finally to Seville for a spectacular finale during 
a bull run. 

Cruise limbers up for the physical demands of Mission: 
Impossible IV, scheduled for release next summer, with a 
series of bruising stunt sequences and Diaz gets battered 
too behind the wheel of a car in the centrepiece chase. 
However, it’s hard to muster concern about Roy and June 
when the screenplay pays such scant attention to character 
development. 

Myriad villains are cardboard cut-outs. 

The twist is heavily signposted and the lead stars seem to 
be bulletproof when lesser mortals would be riddled with 
bullets and bound for the mortuary slab.

Stunning gardens 
in austere times 


A shard times 
LA continue, with 
1 \more cutbacks and 
job losses on the cards, 
many people are still 
tightening their belts - 
but there are easy ways 
to save money on 
gardening. 

So says celebrity gardener 
Chris Beardshaw, who insists 
you don’t have to buy loads of 
new plants, liquid fertilisers 
and bug killers to enjoy a rich 
and bountiful garden. 

At the recent Tatton Park 
Show in Cheshire, many 
gardens demonstrated more 
austerity measures and still 
looked stunning, says Chris, a 
regular on BBC Gardeners’ 
World. “A lot of the processes 
are so simple. 

“To save money, sow your 
own seed from hardy annuals 
in autumn to cover areas of 
bare or cultivated ground. If 
you go to nurseries or garden 
centres in autumn they are 
selling off some of the seed 
stock cheaper which was 
designed for spring.

“It still has huge viability, so 
you are going to get good 
germination rates at a fraction 
of the price. By spring the 
plants are starting to flower. 

“Nigellas and calendulas and 
digitalis create a wonderful 
floral tapestry. You can get 
several square metres covered 
for just a few pounds.” He says 
communities of gardeners 
should get together to swap 
plants, seeds and tips. 

“Herbaceous perennials 
revel in the opportunity to be 
lifted and divided. It 
reinvigorates them. Most of us 
have geriatric herbaceous 
perennials that would 
welcome being divided up and 
passed on to other gardeners 


and suddenly you have plants 
for free. 

“Wild geraniums, heucheras, 
alchemillas and many herbs 
such as mint and thyme can all 
be easily lifted with a garden 
fork, sliced through with an old 
bread knife and half of it 
plunged back in the ground 
where it was. The plants and 
the gardeners benefit.” 

As summer progresses, you 
can collect seeds from many 
plants. Place a brown paper 
bag over the heads of oriental 
poppies, securing it with an 
elastic band, and when the 
seeds start to rattle cut off the 
stem and turn it upside down, 
hanging it in a cool, dry place, 
to let the seed dry. Soon, you’ll 
have thousands of seeds from 
one poppy head. Do the same 
with digitalis. 

If you have a wild area with 
such weeds as nettle and 
comfrey, you can also make 
liquid feed which will be just as 
effective as any chemical 
product you might find in a 
garden centre, he says. 

“People spend far too much 
money on food for their 
plants,” says Chris. “We reach

too readily for artificial 
fertilisers. 

“If you are growing plants 
like comfrey or you have an 
area of the garden where 
nettles grow, you can create 
comfrey and nettle tea just by 
harvesting the plants, filling a 
bucket with fresh leaves, 
pouring over hot water and 
topping it with cold water and 
then letting it steep for about a 
week, straining off the 
sediment. 

“The liquid can then be 
watered straight on to 
tomatoes. It’s as good a tomato 
food as anything you’re likely to 
buy in a shop.” 

Nettles are nitrogen-rich, 


which is good for leafy growth, 
while comfrey is higher in 
potash which is good for 
flowers and fruits. 

Many gardeners are using 
thick mulches around their 
plants to suppress weeds and 
retain water, which is 
particularly useful during a 
hosepipe ban. Others are 
collecting seeds for the birds, 
so saving them money on bird 
food. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH- 
Crocosmia 

Just as the spectacular 
blooms in the midsummer 
border start to fade, the fiery 
flowers of brilliant crocosmias 
appear at the end of dramatic, 


sword-like bright green leaves. 
In my own garden, the spikes 
of C. ’Lucifer’, a sizzling red 
variety, stand majestic next to 
burnt orange helenium 
creating a striking clash of hot 
colours. Crocosmias provide 
the focal point and 
architectural interest in 
borders and are available in 
yellows, oranges and reds. 
Plant corms in spring - they 
like full sun or partial shade - 
and cover with a dry mulch in 
winter. 

Other good varieties include 
C. x crocosmiiflora ‘Emily 
McKenzie’, with its bright 
orange flowers, while ‘Lady 
Hamilton’ has golden blooms.

Ford celebrates 
half-year sales 


Average C02 figure drops to 145.2g/km 


FORD’S UK vehicle market 
dominance was confirmed 
in July as its new pricing 
strategy came into effect 
across its passenger car 
range. 

According to official figures 
released today by the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, Ford was the overall car 
sales leader in July, with 18,442 
registrations, and for the year to 
date (176,792). Ford also boosted 
its lead in retail car sales in July 
with a share of 12.1 per cent, up 
1.0 percentage point compared 
with July 2009. 

As well as being the favourite 
of retail customers, the Ford 
Fiesta was again the overall UK 
best seller in July, and for the year 
to date. The Ford Focus main¬ 
tained its second place in the 
sales chart for registrations to the 
end of July. 

Ford’s latest pricing strategy for 
passenger cars is set to 
strengthen the brand’s appeal for 
retail customers. Ford has 
reduced official recommended 
list prices on its medium and 
small cars from August, following 
similar action on Ford’s large cars 
in April. Ahead of these price 
changes, dealers have been 
offering special promotions 
which mirror these lower prices. 

Nigel Sharp, managing director 
Ford of Britain, said: “Ford’s 
clearer pricing policy, started 
early in 2010, becomes 
permanent this month. 

“This will confirm to our 
customers that Ford provides the 
best value, that they will get high- 
quality and technically advanced

Registrations of 
‘signposted’ eco-models 
also went up by 141.4 per 
cent in the first half of 2010 
to almost 74,000 units and 
by almost 850 per cent on 
the first half of 2008. 

‘Signposted’ eco-models 
best selling eco sub-brands 
such as Mercedes-Benz’s 
blueEFFICIENCY Vauxhall’s 
Ecoflex and VW’s 
Bluemotion. All 
manufacturers continue to 
lower the C02 emissions of 
their products, and it should 
be noted that some 
manufacturers deliberately 
do not brand their products 
as eco-models.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

EUROPEAN Karate champion 
Nato Ficarra is gearing himself 
up for one last tilt at glory 
before hanging up his belt and 
heading for retirement.

Italian A karate squad.” 

A change in the competition 
format may suit Ficarra, but if he 
is to add a fourth European 
Championship later this year it 
will be a big achievement. 

Last year he won 13 bouts on 
his way to the title, but this time 
the winner will have to come 
through six. 

However, instead of just one 
round, each bout will feature 
three two-minute rounds. 

Ficarra, who trains at Ely’s 
Paradise Sport Centre, added: 
“I’m really going for it this year, 
so it would be great to have 
people in the area behind me.”
